BLIND AND PHYSICALLY materials for blind and physically handicapped persons is admin- 
HANDICAPPED istered by the Library of Congress, Division for the Blind and 

Physically Handicapped. With copyright permission granted by 
authors and publishers, the Library of Congress selects and produces full-length books 
and magazines in braille and on recorded disc and cassette. These books and magazines 
are then distributed to a cooperating network of 54 regional and nearly 100 subregional 
(local) libraries that circulate them to eligible borrowers. 
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Montana State Library is a regional library for the blind and physically handicapped. 
Reading materials are sent to readers and returned to libraries by postage-free mail. 
Established by an act of Congress in 1931 to serve blind adults, this program was ex- 
panded in 1952 to include children, and again in 1966 by Public Law 89-522 to include 
individuals with physical impairments that prevent the reading of standard print. 

Anyone who is unable to read or use standard printed materials as a result of visual or 
physical limitations may receive the service.
